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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  1— Name. 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  "The 
Woman's  Presbyterial  Auxiliary  of  Orange  Pres- 
bytery, Synod  of  North  Carolina." 

ARTICLE  II— Objects, 

The  ojects  of  this  organization  shall  be:  (ij  to 
promote  the  formation  of  Women's  and  Young 
Peoples'  Societies  in  the  churches  of  the  Presby- 
tery: (2)  To  diffuse  missionasy  literature  and  in- 
telligence concerning  the  four  executive  depart- 
ments of  our  church  work,  and  (3)  To  create 
missionary  interest  among  the  women  and  young 
people  of  the  Presbytery, 

ARTICLE  III— Membership. 

All  Missionary  Societies  which  are  composed  of 
women  or  children  in  the  churches  of  the  Presbj7- 
tery  of  Orange  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in 
th's  Presbyterial  Auxiliary.  Any  such  society 
shall  become  a  member  of  the  Presbyterial  upon 
signifying  its  desire  to  do  so. 

ARTICLE  IV— Voting  Members. 

The  voting  members  shall  be  the  officers  of  the 
Presbyterial  Auxiliary  and  delegates  from  so- 
cieties composing  the  organization. 

ARTICLE  V— Delegates. 

Each  society  is  entitled  to  one  delegate,  The 
President  of  Societies  and  leaders  of  Bands  are  ex- 
officio  members  of  the  annual  meeting. 
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ARTTCMl  Vi- Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Presbyterial  Auxiliary  shall 
be:  President,  vice-President,  Recorning  Secre- 
tary, Treasurer,  Secretary  of  Foreign  Missions, 
Secretary  of  Assembly's  Home  Missions,  Secretary 
of  Sy nodical,  Presbyterial  and  Congregational 
Home  Missions,  Secretary  of  Christian  Education 
and  Ministerial  Relief,  Secretary  of  Young  Peoples' 
Work  and  Sunday  School  Extension,  Secretary  of 
Orphanage  Relief,  Secretary  of  Literature,  and  a 
Historian.  These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  each 
annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Constitution  must  be  approved  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Presbyterial  and  shall  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  Presbytery. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered,  amended  or 
annulled  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Presbyterial 
Auxiliary  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present:  Provided,  notice  of  the  intention  to  pro- 
pose an  amendment,  alteration,  or  anuullmant 
shall  have  been  given  to  the  societies  belonging  to 
the  Presbyterial  at  least  one  month  before  the  con- 
vening of  the  meeting  at  which  the  proposition 
shall  be  submitted. 

ARTICLE  IX— Executive  Committee. 

The  officers  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee with  power:  (I)  To  attend  to  the  ordinary 
business  of  the  Presbyterial  between  meetings: 
(2)  To  fill  vacancies:  (8)  To  prepare  programs  for 
the  regular  meetings  of  the  Presbyterial,  and  (4)  In 
conjunction  with  the  officers  of  the  society  (or  so- 
cieties) of  the  church  where  the  regular  is  held  to 
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act  as  a  committee  of  arrangements  for  such  meet- 
ing. The  Executive  Committee  may  also  call 
special  meetings  of  the  Auxiliary,  at  which  no 
business  except  that  specified  in  the  call  shall  he 
transacted. 

ARTICLE  X— Reports  of  Officers  and  Committees. 

All  Officers  and  Committees  shall  make  written 
reports  of  their  transactions  as  such  to  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Presbyterial  Auxiliary. 

ARTICLE  XI— Meetings. 

The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  at  such  time 
and  place  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Presby- 
terial Auxiliary  or  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  XII— Ciuorum. 

At  regular  meetings  of  the  Presbyterial  Auxil- 
iary, five  voting  members  representing  societies  be- 
longing to  the  Presbyterial  in  five  different  church" 
es,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business.  At  special  meetings  the  President  or 
Vice-President  and  three  voting  members  from  so- 
cieties in  three  different  churches  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  A  quorum  of  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  consist  of  not  less  than  four  members. 

ARTICLE  XIII— Duties  of  Officers. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Presbyterial  Auxiliary,  appoint 
committees  not  otherwise  provided  for,  call  meet- 
ings of  the  Executive  Committe,  and  have  general 
supervision  of  the  work  of  the  Presbyterial. 

Section  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  assist  the 
President  in  the  general  conduct  of  the  work  of  the 
Auxiliary,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  President  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  President. 

Section  3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  (a)  keep 
accurate  minutes  of  the  annual  meeting:  (b)  notify 
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new  oncers  of  their  election  and  committees  of 
their  appointment:  (c)  Keep  a  record  of  all  new 
societies:  (d)  Attend  to  all  general  correspondence  of 
the  organmatien,  write  all  notices  for  the  newspa- 
pers; (e)  Act  as  secretar}-  of  the  executive  meet- 
ings;  (f)  Prepare  the  annual  statistical  report  for 
the  annnal  meeting  of  the  Presbyterial  and  send 
copies  to  secretary  of  Synodical  Auxiliary  and  Su- 
perintendent of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary;  also  pre- 
pare a  concise  narrative  report  of  the  work  of  the 
organization  to  be  read  at  meeting  of  Presbytery. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  (a)  Receive  and 
disburse  the  contingent  fund  of  the  Presbyterial  by 
direction  of  the  Executive  Committee:  (b)  Shall 
present  her  report  at  the  annual  meeting:  (c)  She 
shall  furthermore  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  de- 
veloping through  every  means  available  the  grace 
of  christian  stewardship.  To  this  end  she  shall 
familiarize  herself  with  the  Assembly's  plan  and 
should  further  the  intelligent  appreciation  and 
adoption  of  same  throughout  the  Presbytery,  In 
order  to  the  furtherance  of  these  interests  she  should 
endeavor  to  secure  the  co-operation  of  the  treasur- 
ers of  local  societies,  having  them  add  to  other 
duties  that  of  aciing  Secretary  of  Christian  Stew- 
ardship. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Secretary  of 
Foreign  Missions:  (a)  To  attend  to  all  correspond- 
ence pertaining  to  Foreign  work:  (b)  She  shall 
write  once  a  year  to  the  missionaries  supported  by 
the  various  Presbyterian  churches  in.  her  Presby- 
tery :  (c)  She  shall  correspond  with  the  Synodical 
Secretary  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  by  co-operating 
with  the  Secretary  of  Literature,  endeavor  to  set 
cure  a  wide  diffusion  of  Missionary  letters,  clip- 
pings, leaflets,  programs,  mngazines  and  books, 
and  stimulate  interest  in  Foreign  Missions  among 


the  local  societies :  (d)  She  shall  make  a  report  of 
the  foreign  work  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Presbyterial  Auxiliary  and  send  copy  to  the  For- 
eign Mission  Office  at  Nashville. 

She  shall  prepare  a  concise  report  and  financial 
statement  of  the  contributions  of  the  societies  to 
Foreign  Missions  and  send  to  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  Foreign  Missions  of  Presbytery. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary 
of  Assembly's  Home  Missions  to  develop  her  de- 
partment: (a)  By  co-operating  with  the  Secretary 
of  Literature  in  the  collection  and  circulation  of 
Home  Mission  literature  by  promoting  the  organi- 
zation of  Home  Mission  study  classes,  and  by  cor- 
respondence to  develop  and  stimulate  throughout 
the  Presbytery  increased  interest  in  Assembly's 
Home  Missions:  (I))  By  correspondence  with  secre- 
taries of  Assembly's  Home  Missions  in  local  socie- 
ties and  with  the  office  of  the  Assembly's  commit- 
tee in  Atlanta:  (c)  By  seeing  that  societies  observe 
in  the  distribution  of  funds  the  percentage  recom- 
mended by  the  General  Assembly  for  the  various 
benevolent  causes  and  by  keeping  an  exact  record 
of  any  special  Assembly's  Home  Mission  work 
undertaken  and  carried  out  by  the  local  societies: 
(d)  She  shall  make  report  at  the  annual  meeting 
and  shall  send  copy  of  same  to  committee  of  Home 
Missions  at  Atl  mta. 

Section  7.  The  Secretary  of  Synodieal,  Presby- 
terial and  Congregational  Home  Missions  shall 
(a)  Make  a  special  study  of  the  S}rnodical  and  Pres- 
byterial Home  Missions  of  her  own  Synod,  gather- 
ing and  circulating  information  concerning  their 
work:  (b)  She  shall  gather  literature  and  first-hand 
information  concerning  the  various  ways  in  which 
the  most  successful  congregations  have  been  or- 
ganized for  work  as  su  direst  ions  to  those  who  are. 
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contemplating  organization  or  desiring  to  improve 
upon  their  present  methods  of  work :  (c)  She  shall 
consider  the  peculiar  problems  connected  with  the 
distinctive  work  of  the  city,  the  village  and  the 
country  churches:  (d)  She  shall  keep  an  exact  rec- 
ord of  any  special  work  undertaken  and  carried  out 
by  the  local  secretaries  for  Synodical  or  Presby- 
terial  Home  Missions:  (e)  She  shall  make  report  at 
annual  meeting,  and  send  copy  of  same  to  Superin- 
tendent of  W Oman's  Auxiliary. 

Section  8.  The  Secretary  of  Christian  Education 
and  Ministerial  Relief  shall  promote  this  depart- 
ment in  the  following  ways:  (a)  Seek  by  scriptural 
methods  to  increase  the  number  of  trained,  capable 
ministers  and  lady  teachers  and  missionaries  to  en- 
ter the  fields  both  at  home  and  abroad :  (b)  to 
arouse  the  community  to  the  importance  of  the 
proper  religious  influence  in  the  schools  and  col- 
leges where  our  future  workers  are  being  trained, 
(c)  To  arouse  the  church  to  a  proper  care  of  her 
wornout  and  disabled  ministers.  (d)  To  keep  in 
close  touch  with,  and  secure  and  circulate  literature 
from  the  Executive  Committee  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion and  Ministerial  Relief,  (e)  Secure  annual  re- 
port of  work  done  for  this  cause,  by  local  societies, 
and  present  summary  at  tae  annual  meeting  of 
Presbyterial,  and  send  copy  of  same  to  the  Assem- 
bly's Committee  of  Christian  Education  aud  Minis- 
terial Relief. 

Section  9.  The  Secretary  of  Young  People's 
Work  and  Sunday  School  Extensiou  shall  keep  in 
close  correspondance  with  the  local  secretaries  for 
this  cause.  Her  aim  shall  be:  (a)  To  encourage 
the  organazation  of  Young  People's  Societies  and 
to  promote  a  missionary  spirit  in  them  and  in  the 
Sunday  Schools:  (b)  To  impart  instruction  as  to 
best  methods  of  work  for  young  people,    (c)  To  in- 
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forrnjierself  through  correspondence  with  Assem- 
bly's Committees,  Presbyterial  Secretary  of  Litera- 
ture, reports,  etc.,  concerning  the  progress,  condition 
and  needs  of  the  Young  People's  Work,  (d)  Make 
report  to  annual  meeting  of  Presbyterial,  also 
send  copy-to  Woman's  Auxiliary  and  the  Publica- 
tion Committee  at  Richmond. 

Section  10.  The  Secretary  of  Orphanage  Relief 
shall,  (a)  Seek  to  come  in  close  touch  with  every 
church,  Sunday  School  and  Missionary  Society  in 
her  Presbytery:  (b)  She  shall  urge  the  appointment 
of  a  local  secretary  of  Orphanage  work  in  every 
society  of  the  Presbyterial  (c)  She  shall  report 
concerning  the  work  to  the  annual  meeting  of 
Presbyterial  and  send  copy  of  same  to  Superintend- 
ent of  Orphans'  Home,  Barium  Springs. 

Section  11.  The  Secretary  of  Literature  shall 
(a)  correspond  with  the  other  Presbyterial  Secreta- 
ries of  Literature  in  her  Synod  and  those  of  her 
local  Societies,  (b)  Endeavor  to  secure  appoint- 
ment of  Secretaries  in  local  Societies.  (c)  Seek 
through  correspondence  with  the  various  Secreta- 
ries of  her  Presbyterial  to  act  as  a  Clearing  house  for 
gathering  general  data  bearing  upon  the  different 
linos  of  work,  which  she  shall  classify,  preserve 
anil  circulate,  (d)  Have  for  sale  and  inspection  at 
meetings  of  Presbyterial  a  supply  of  all  available 
literature  on  the  causes  of  the  church,  and  see,  in 
every  way  open  to  her,  to  stimulate  greater  intelli- 
gence and  higher  efficiency  by  organization  of 
Mission  Study  Classes,  (e)  She  shall  endeavor  to 
enlarge  the  Circulation  of  the  Missionary  Survey 
and  Church  Calendar  of  Prayer,  (f)  Make  report 
of  her  work  ut  Annual  meeting  of  Presbyterial, 
and  send  copy  of  same  to  Woman's  Auxilary. 

Section  12.  The  Historian  shall  keep  on  record 
the  data  and  interesting  Information  concerning  the 
Presbyterial  Auxiliary  rnakin £  a  continuous  narra- 
tive of  the  progress  of  the  work.  This  shall  be 
added  to  yearly,  and  such  portions  read  at  the  An- 
nual meetings. 


BY-LAWS. 


Section  1.  All  meetings  of  the  Presbyterial 
Auxiliary  shall  be  opened  with  devotional  exercises. 

Section  2.  Notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the 
convening  of  regular  meetings  shall  be  given  by 
the  Secretary  to  the  societies  belonging  t  j  the  Pies- 
byterial  at  least  one  month  before  the  date  for  such 
meeting. 

Section  3.  All  societies  belonging  to  the  Pres- 
byterial  shall  elect  officers  at  March  meeting  and 
close  reports  March  31.  Each  society  shall  make 
annual  report  to  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Presby- 
terial Auxiliar}'. 

Section  4.  A  contingent  fee  of  ten  (.10)  cents 
per  capita  shall  be  sen,  by  the  treasurer  of  each 
local  society  to  the  Presbyterial  Treasurer  in  ad- 
vance of  the  annual  meeting.  The  money  thus 
collected  shall  be  appropriated  for  the  expense  of 
the  Presbyterial  and  the  work  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  Each  society  is  expected  to  contrib- 
ute five  (.05)  cents  per  member  for  the  support  of 
the  Synodieal  Auxiliary,  which  amount  shall  also 
be  sent  to  the  Presbyterial  Treasurer  in  advance  of 
the  annual  meeting. 

Section  5.  A  nominating  committee'  of  three 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
shall  report  at  the  annual  meeting.  The  nominees 
may  be  elected  by  acclamation  or  by  ballot. 

Section  0.  Election  of  officers  for  regular  terms 
shall  be  held  as  the  first  item  of  business  on  the  last 
day  of  the  meeting.  The  officers  elected  shall  as- 
sume their  duties  at  the  close  of  the  meeting  at 
which  they  shall  have  been  elected. 

Section  7.  These  By-Laws  may  be  annulled,  sus- 
pended, or  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Presby- 
terial by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  voting 
members  present.
